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The claim amendments will not be entered because they raise new issue as well as changing the scope of the invention. A request for 
reconsideration is respectfully required to continue prosecution of the case. 

Applicant has removed certain limitations, such as the receptacle language and added more limitations about the molding. Applicant has 
admitted this is to better define the invention in the filed Remarks. Such new issue includes the mould extending upwardly at a height. 
Seemingly, there is also no longer any language about the primary and secondary receptacles, but is now claimed differently as all being 
part of a mould. This is new issue and with certain deletions, and more so, additions, the scope of the claims has changed. This indeed 
requires further search because of the new issue. Furthermore, the scope of the claims has changed using the reasoning applied above 
and below. Even if the amendments distinguished it from the Adler reference, if Applicant has amended to overcome the current rejection, 
then there would be further search anyway to see if it is then allowable. 

Examiner wonders why some of the limitations were removed, specifically the parts about the angled structure. This was why the previous 
rejection using Kohei was removed. Even with the new limitations, Examiner now feels the Kohei reference can be applied once again after 
prosecution of the case is continued because the scope has changed and there is no longer the angled structure, at least not to the detail 
as before. Appropriate clarification on why this was removed would be appreciated. 

Again, the new claim amendments do raise new issue and consequently require further search. A request for reconsideration is respectfully 
required to continue prosecution of the case. Thank you. 
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
